The brown bear draw hunt, DB088 (outside drainages only), in Unit 4 was undersubscribed during the drawing
process. This hunt is limited to nonresident hunters guided by a resident relative within the second-degree of
kindred.

The brown bear bag limit in most of Southeast Alaska is one bear every 4 regulatory years. Nonresident hunters
applying for DB088 may NOT use an Alaska-licensed guide.

If you are awarded a permit prior to June 15, 2020, it will be mailed to you with an estimated arrival time of July

1-15, 2020. If you are awarded a permit after this time, your permit will be mailed to you within approximately
two weeks after your application is received.

You must have obtained your Crossbow Certification in order to
apply for hunts that have been restricted to Crossbows only. If you
are applying for these hunts, enter your certification number.

If you apply for one of these hunts (marked in the supplement with the handshake symbol above left)
you must write the name of your Alaska-licensed guide (or resident relative within second-degree of
kindred) in the box provided, and check the appropriate box to indicate whether this person is a guide or
a qualifying relative. If you do not supply this information, your application will be rejected.
